Sac State volleyball coach 
will end three, successful 
decades of coaching. 
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University, professor named in lawsuit

A Sacramento State graduate stu- 
dent and mother of three has filed 
a sexual harassment lawsuit against 
one of her former professors and 
claims that administration failed to 
take appropriate steps to remedy the 
situation. 

According to the lawsuit, 33-year- 


old Judy Aguilar accused associate 
Spanish professor and Foreign Lan- 
guages Department Chair Wilfrido 
Corral of allegedly pressuring her for 
dates, telling her to cheat on her hus- 
band and hugging and kissing her 
against her will. 

In the lawsuit, which was filed in 
Sacramento Superior Court on Mar. 
20, Aguilar alleged that the harass- 
ment began in the fall of 2005 after 


she told Corral that stress in her 
marriage had caused her to fall be- 
hind in her studies. Aguilar claims 
that Corral later said that she could 
either hold out sexually or cheat on 
her husband. 

Aguilar has also named Sac State 
and members of the California State 
University Board of Trustees in her 
suit, claiming that they “failed to 
take reasonable steps to prevent the 


harassment.” 

Corral, who became a full-time 
faculty member in 2003, refused to 
comment. 

According to the lawsuit, Aguilar 
alleged that university officials had 
been previously notified and were 
aware of similar allegations against 
Corral. 

The allegations Aguilar referred to 
were those made by another of Cor- 


ral’s former students. 

On March 28, 2006, a student ap- 
proached Gary Shannon, a professor 
in the mathematics department, and 
asked if it was acceptable behavior 
for a student to date a professor. 

“I told her that it was definitely not 
OK,’ Shannon said. 

The student confided that she had

She said the new 
location in the CalSTRS building at 7667 Fol- 
som Blvd., came by necessity and functional- 
ity. 

“The campus acquired the CalSTRS building 
and there was adequate office space available 
for the UTAPS operation,” she said. 

Although Fox said the move was “necessary, 
it has proved surprising for many, as it oc- 
curred over the summer before the fall semes- 
ter began. She said she is unsure why students 
and professors are surprised, given the fact that 
a parking update was sent out via e-mail in late 
June. 

Liberal Studies Director Lindy Valdez said 
she too is surprised to see students and fac- 
ulty members so shocked, since word of Foley 
Hall’s demolition had spread so far.

This semester marks the opening of the Upper East- 
side Lofts, an off-campus housing unit for Sacramen- 
to State students. 

Unlike other student housing, the building is not 
owned by University Enterprises, but is instead 
leased on a 15-year term and administered by Allen 
& O'Hara, an outside property management compa- 
ny, which handles property management for over 70 
student housing units across the country. 

“We didn't build them, we didn’t spend any money 
in capital construction,’ said Matt Altier, executive

“We didn't get (the building) until a week 
before school started, so it was very slow at first. We 
couldn't even show people the building, only pic- 
tures...since its opened, the interest has just been 
phenomenal. We are getting a lot of parents and stu- 
dents calling us and coming over. We think that with 
word-of-mouth, we're going to fill them up over the 
semester.’ 

Jason Borges, community manager for the Upper 
Eastside Lofts, said the surplus of available beds has

caused the building to be opened up to students 
from other local colleges, though it is still designed 
specifically to serve students from Sac State. 

“It would have to be higher education students,’ 
Borges said. 

He said the building and lofts would never be open 
to high school students. 

“It won't be everyone, but a lot of (Sacramento) City 
students eventually matriculate to Sac State,’ Borges 
said. 

He said there is presently only one Sacramento City 
student living in the lofts. 

“Tt will always be predominantly for Sac State stu- 
dents, so if we get to a point where, a year from now, 
we can fill all the beds with Sac State students, we will 
do that,’ Borges said. 

He said the policy of accepting non-Sac State stu- 
dents could change at a moment's notice. 

“They hired us as the management company, so of 
course any decision they make...that’s how we will 
progress, Borges said. 

Though the building is off-campus, it is still pa- 
trolled every hour by University Police, who have 
jurisdiction and first-response 
over the housing unit. A pri- 
vate security company is also 
on site every night from 9 p.m. 
until sunrise. 

Although resident safety 
seems to be important to ev- 
eryone involved, there have 
been concerns that the resi- 
dent assistants hired by Allen 
& O'Hara, might not be receiv- 
ing the same training as those 
employed directly by Sac State 
and trained in the Housing and Residential Life pro- 
gram. This lack of training is said to be spreading to 
sensitive areas, such as how an RA should deal with 
sexual assault. 

“Our RAs on campus get two-weeks training and 
then weekly training because there is a lot of stuff to 
learn,’ said Jessica Heskin of the Women’s Resource 
Center, who is involved in the training of Sac State's 
RAs. 

“Over this semester, they will be training their RAs 
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in CSUS’s policies, working to tighten things up,’ said 
Cynthia Cockrill, director of Housing and Residen- 
tial. “I think they will be (the same as on-site RAs) 
by next year...were working with them to develop a 
joint handbook” 

In addition to providing training for Allen & 
O’Hara’s staff on Sac State’s policies and programs, 
Cockrill said the outside company brings a lot for 
Sac State to both learn from and emulate. 

The new building offers a hybrid of traditional 
dorm-style housing with the open floor plans and 
amenities of a loft. These amenities include a com- 
plete kitchen, flat-screen TV and a washer, which is 
typically used by two to four people. 

“They werent initially designed as student housing 
units, but as urban loft apartments with balconies 
and big open spaces inside,’ Altier said. “It's not as 
private as an apartment complex, but you do have 
the amenities of living in an apartment complex, so 
it’s a real nice mix between standard dorms and off- 
campus apartments.” 

This luxury doesn’t come cheap, with prices rang- 
ing from $499 per month for a single room, shared 
by four people, to $969 per month for a single occu- 
pant, including utilities. 

Located at 65th Street and Folsom Boulevard, the 
10,000-square-foot property includes space for up 
to 450 student beds plus retail space on the bottom- 
floor.

Talking on a cell phone is as impairing as 
being legally drunk, or so psychologists at 
the University of Utah believe, after con- 
ducting a study. 


“People are as impaired when they drive 
and talk on a cell phone as when they drive 
intoxicated at the legal blood-alcohol limit,’ 
Frank Drews, a co-author of the University 


of Utah study, said. Drews and his col- 


leagues also concluded from their study that 


drivers using a cell phone are four times 


more likely to get in an accident than those 


who are not. 

This study is one of many being used to 
support a ban on teen cell phone use while 
driving. Senator Joseph Simitian of Palo 
Alto is working to expand on his bill that 
passed last year, Senate Bill 1613, which 
restricted cell phone use in the car to 
hands-free. 

Senate Bill 33, will ban drivers who are 
18 and under from all cell phone use while 
driving. SB 33 was passed through the As- 


sembly and Senate in late August and is now 


awaiting action by Gov. Arnold Schwar- 


zenegger. If he approves, SB 33 will take 
effect at the same time as SB 1613, which is 
July 1, 2008. 

There was little opposition to either bill on 
the part of cell phone companies. This is no 
surprise since hands-free device sales aim to 
skyrocket in 2008. (Surely, many Sacramen- 
to State students will contribute to that.) 
Also, the largest block of cell phone owners 
- 18 and up - still haven't been denied their 
ability to yakety-yak while driving. 

Cell phone companies won't oppose cell 
phone restriction laws as long as drivers are 
not targeted. Kathleen Dunleavy, a spokes- 


“person for Sprint, told'the San Jose Mercury — 


News that Sprint supports cell restriction 
legislation so long as it doesn’t “unfairly 
single out the cell phone as a source of 
distraction.” 

It's good that Sprint will draw some line 
with regard to cell phone restrictions 
because without that muscle, it wouldn't be 
long before a blanket ban was set. 

If legislators were to begin a blanket ban 

-on cell phone use, the only policy that 
would conceivably have some productive 
results, the mobile phone community would 
probably use the AAA-funded study by the 
University of North Carolina, in a defense 
against the ban. 

The study showed that driver distraction 
was a factor in only 8 percent of accidents. 
Of that eight percent, only 1.5 percent of the 
distractions involved cell phones.

I see it once a semester at 
Arco Arena during Commencement 


when students march in to the cheers 


of their families, all of their families, 
acting crazy and screaming out their 


approval. 


In Guinn’s world, none of the pro- 


fessors really want to be here either; 


apparently they are bitter too because 
they didn’t get that job at the big Mid- 
western university with the doctoral 
program. Apparently they, too, had to 
“settle” for Sac State. Well you know 
what? I know literally hundreds of my 
colleagues who are here because they 
want to be here. | 
They are here because they believe 
in what California is. selling at its state 
universities. They could have had 
jobs at other schools but they came to 
Sacramento because they came out of 
a similar system and wanted to work 
with students like the ones here at Sac 
State. Or maybe they didnt know 
about what is happening at the CSU 


but they just landed in the system and . 


decided to stay because they knew 
that this was the place that gave the 
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right balance to teaching and research.

After years in the making, Sac- 
ramento State officially launched 
its Doctor of Education degree 
program at the start of the fall se- 
mester. Sac State is among seven 
of 23 California State University 
campuses that offers this program 
to students. 

The three major curricular ele- 
ments that make up the basis of 
the Sac State doctorate program 
consist of leadership, research 
methods and field-based study.

The program focuses on prepar- 
ing students for educational 
reform in their own institutions 
and contributing to public policy, 
according to a press release de- 
rived from the office of the 
chancellor.

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It is the ASI president's job to interview 
potential candidates and determine who 
is best suited for the position. Once a 
candidate has been deemed qualified, the 
president recommends the applicant to 
the ASI board of directors.

Colberg has earned several awards 
throughout her career because of her tal- 
ent as a coach, but she also knows how 
to get the best out of her players. During 
Debby’s reign, 27 Sac State players have 
earned All-America Awards. 

Senior middler hitter Lindsay Haupt 
has received the Big Sky Player of the 
Week award five times throughout her 
Sac State career.

From 1992-2002 Colberg served as 
the Sac State Athletics Director and has 
always worked closely with faculty and 
staff.

I enjoy working 
with the department and everyone at Sac 
State,” Colberg said. 

The players also know the respect that 
people have for Colberg. “She has the 


Everyone 
in this department and everyone on this 
team, but also around the nation, be- 
cause she is such a great person, Haupt 
said. 

Not only does the team 
and faculty at Sac State have 
respect for Colberg, but she 
also has the same respect for 
everyone around her.
